WAR ABROAD AND. HUNGER 
AT .HOME. 

The war has gent food prices soar- 
ing in European cities. With hostili- 
ties hardly under way, there is great 
suffering among the péor in London 


and Paris and Berlin and Vienna. | 


‘The war has closed the Russian store- 

houses and interrupted the lines of 
communication with the United 
States and Canada. 

Outside of Russia, none of the 
European nations, with millions of 
men drawn from the fields to mili- 
tary service, is capable of supplying 
its population with food sufficient for 
all. The poor must go hungry or 

, Starve. 

Fortutiately situated as the United 
States is at this time, yet here the 
pinch of hunger will soon be felt. 
Food prices will respond to the fam- 
ine prices of Europe. Wheat and 
flour are advancing in price, and 
other foodstuffs and meats will go 
bounding upward as soon as the in- 
terrupted freight ‘service shall be re- 
sumed, which will be accomplished 
when the British and French navies 
shall havé“ cleared the Atlantic of 
German cruisers and -the fleets of 
merchant ships given the protection 
of convoys. 

"The cost of living has been a ser- 
fous problem for the masses in dur 

~ commercial and, industrial centers. 
With war and famine prices prevail- 
ing, it will become a tragedy. 

“The government at Washington, } 
under the direction of the Wilson 


’ administration, is exerting itself to}: 


the utmost in ‘behalf of the small 
elass of capitalists who control the 
financigl, situation and dominate our 
industrial affairs. 

' The printing presses are grinding 
“out infllions of paper money for 
their use. Every effort is being made 
to enable them to resume. commer- 
» etal Telations with Europe, that they 


may profit from the necessities of the using them as the cave man used war between 


War-stricken nations. It can not be 
justiy accused, of neglecting the in- 
terests or welfare of the capitalist 
class. It has even appropriated mil- 
lions of dollars and sent warships to 
European ports to bring home those 
tourists wh have been unable to get 
their checks cashed or obtain pass- 
age. What it has done for these 
citizens who are in Europe is what it 
should ar, its Citizens such an 
einer geh' We have: ‘no' complaint 
to offer because it has been “pater- 
nalistic” and has gone to the rescue 
of Americans when “private enter- 
prise has failed them. 

What we do insist upon is that the 
welfare. of Americans who are un- 
able to travel in Europe is just as 
material as the welfare of those 
whose. means enable them to go 
abroad. . We do insist that it should 
be as mueh the concern of the gov- 
‘ormmment, that citizens living in New 


It has subsidized railways ang dis- 
sipated the common heritage. 

But— 

It has never yet been moved to 
show concern in the welfare of the 
masses of the people in time of indus- 
trial stress and financial panic. 

It has never undertaken public 
works to relieve the distress of the 
unemployed and reduce the pressure 
upon an overcrowded labor.market. 

The hunger of its own citizens has 
rever disturbed it. 

Whenever any proposal has been 
made to bring relief to the masses 
from the menace of unemployment 
and the suffering which the high 
cost of living has created, its author 
has been met with the objection 
that to insure employment to the 
vorkers and drive the wolf of hun- 
ger from their doors is “‘Socialistic”’ 
and ‘unconstitutional. 

The motto of American individual- 
ism has been: ‘Millions to move the 
crops to Europe, but not a penny 
to avert hunger at home.” =» 


If it’s “Socialistic’ to keep the 


masses of the people from suffering |. 


for enough to eat in the midst of 
abundance, if it is “Socialistic” for 
the President and Congress to show 
the same concern in the welfare of 
the man who works in a factory as 
in that of the man who travels 
abroad to see the scenery and admire 
the ruins, then it’s about tim that 
we had some of it. There are millions 
of Americans who need it that they 
may have “this day their daily 
Bread. a4

LEST WE FORGET. 


The vital thing in the war in Eu- 
rope today is not that this army or 
that army fs winning victories and 
this nayy or that navy sinking bat- 
tleships or destroying gommerce. In 


| the game of war soldiers are pawns. 


The game {s lost of won as @ game of 
chess. There is no counting of the 
suffering and the sorrow and the 
anguish which are ' inflicted upon 
those who are moved about upon. the 
board with no more voice or choice 
than the wooden figures with which 
the game of chess is played. But 
there is a human side. Every soldier 
is a man, taken from hearth and 
home, leaving behind those things 
that we all hold dear—tfriends, fam- 
ily and home. 

“Don’t cheer, boys, the poor dev- 
ils are dying,’’ Captain Jack Philip 
of. the American navy cautioned his 
men as the Spanish ships at Santiago 
were being sunk. That is the human 
side. Let those of our citizens who 
are partisans of the Triple Alliance 
or the Triple Entente remember that 
every time their hearts are glad- 
dened by news of victory, thousands 
of homes are blighted, thousands of 
young men who had no quarrel are 
killed, and other thousands crippled 
and maimed and left in their agonies 
on the field of battle to suffer the tor. 
ments of pain and fever and thirst— 
torments even worse than death it- 
self. 

These men have had no quarrel. 
They are the pawns of war lords and 
governing classes and “world poli- 
tics.” War has been forced upon 
them by the surviving rélics of feu- 
dalism—by czariqm aid kaiserism. 
If these mer. had no cause for quar- 
rel, how infinitely less cause have 
our own citizens, far removed from 
the scene of conflict, to permit them- 
selves to lose their sense of propor- 
tion and forget the appeal of a com: 
mon humanity in: this monumental 
crime against civilization.

UNBEARABLE BURDENS. 


“It is difficult to see how the rest 
of the powers can avoid being drawn 
into. the conflict if Russia comes to 
the fia of Servia,”’ said General Nel- 
son A. Miles at the Hotel Somerset, 
Wednesday, “and no man ean say 
what the end will then be. 

“If Russia stays out and Germany 
backs up Austria, it will simply 
amount to: Austria’s taking posses- 
sion of Servia and doing what she 
pleases with that country. 

“It will be a terrible conflict,” he 
said, “for it means that there will be 
nations controlling 
some 20,000,000 men. Russia alone 
can’ put between 6,000,000 and 7,- 


Russian army is now in good con- 
dition and very powerful. 

“Germany can put 5,500,000 men 
in the field, Austria 500,000, France 
2,000,000 and Italy 1,000,000. What 
Greece, Roumania and Bulgaria will 
be able te add to these numbers is 
not definitely known. 

“T can hot guess, either, how mahy 
men England could put in the field. 
Her standing army is not so very 
large, but ff she calls on her terri- 
torial troops and her troops from In- 
dia she can produce a vast army. 

“Austria’s army is in good con- 
dition, though it has not been en- 
gaged for many years. It is re- 
ported ‘to. be well recruited and_finely 
trained. 

“I agree with those who. predict 
that this will be one of the bloodiest 
wars in all history and that it may 
very probably be the last great war. 

“The cost of keeping 20,000,000 
men will be enormous. Then there 
is the added cost of these men being 
withdrawn from producing indus- 
tries, the cost of their equipment— 
which in these days 1s very high— 
and the cost of transportation of both 
men and supplies. The great debt 
which a war of this magnitude will 
plunge the people of the continent 
into simply can not be borne for any 
great length of time.” 


FOR SERIOUS THOUGHT. 


The war in Europe has so dimin- 
ished the revenues from customs du- 
ties that the administration is consid- 
ering means to raise $200,000,000 a 
year from. internal taxes. 

The burden of taxes will fall the 
heaviest upon the werking class. 
They have no representatives in Con- 
gress to demand that théir economic 
interests shall be considered when 
taxes are to be levied upon war bur- 
dens adjusted. 

With increased taxes will come 
higher cost of living. Yet there will 
be no compensation to the workers 
in mills and factories and field and 
forest and mine in increased wages 
and security of employment. 

Government is ever ready to in- 
crease the. burdens of the masses— 
never to lighten them. 

“Unless the cost of living can be 
reduced,” Dr. Scott Nearing testified 
before the industrial relations com- 


mittee, ‘“‘civilization in this country | 


is a confessed failure.” 

With all of our boasted triumphs, 
with all of our wonderful inventions, 
with all of our great progress, we 
have yet to consider the welfare of 
the men whose labor has made public 
our national development. 

Is it not time for the American 
people to face the economic problems 
which are being forced upon them 
and shake off the incubus that is
